Three -Chinese . constables, 
Kwong Kan, Kwong Shun and So 
Shing, appeared before Mr. E..W. 
Hamilton,, at the Central 
Magistracy this morning, on 
charges of misconduct as con- 
stables and accepting bribes from 


a stallholder'at Whitfleld Market | 


at Causeway Bay. 


Mr.-Murphy, A.S.P., prosecuted, 


while the three defendants were. 


represented by Mr. A. E. Hail. 
Mr. F.C, E, Rendall was present 
in Court watching. the case on 
behalf of the principal’ witness, 
Liu Shun, the stallholder. a 
Opening ‘the case,.Mr, Murphy 
said that.Whitheld Market was. 
small market situated near the 
Bay View Police Station. There 
were altogether 16 stalls, four of 
which sold vegetables and the rest 
fresh meat. No, market limits 
were provided for these stalls. 


| Monthly Sum Asked.
